_ Grounds and Reaſons why we deny the Preiſts 
of the World to be Miniſters of Chriſt. 
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eA true tryall of the Saints , Or a tryar or a meaſurer of 
theſe called Minifters, how all may come to know them by 
their Fruits toe be no Miniflers of Chrift, as will appear 
to all who Reads this Bok with Underſtanding, but to be 
of that Generation which the falſe Prophets, Chiefe 
Proeſts, Scribes and Phariſees were of, both by Perſecu- 
tion, Doftrine, Principles, and Praftiſes, as you may ſet 
who Reaas this Book over with moderation, and in the 
feare of the Lord, 


Obs Hart and Alexander Hambleton were Sumrmnoned by 
the Prieſts to appear b:fore them the eighth day of the 
ſeyenth Moneth 1656. to Anſwer to a Bill they framed 
againfi them, and ſome others; And when they came co 
the place appointed to Anſwer the Priefis ; Then Jainer 
Naſmith Prieſt of Hambleton ſaid unto them, Remove, or 
els he wonld muks them rewove by Club-law : Doe northe Prieſts 
of Scotland ſay, The Scriptares ave their Rule? Where have they 
Seripture for threatning thoſe that come before them to Anſwer 
them at their Summons with C/#5-law ? Doe not they diſcover 
thernſelves ts be of that Generation which ever Perſecuted rhe 
Righteous, who threatens them that are innocent, that come at 
their Call, ro Anſwer them with their C/#b.law ? Have not 
they appeared outwardly beautifull ? but now their infide ap- 
peareth to bz ravening ; for the Prieſt ſent his Servant for the 
Magiflrate of the Towne, and he violently took them away, and 
put them in Priſon; and ſo, doth it not appear unto all hereby, 
that the Prieſt is above the MagsRtrate, when he commerh at his 
-command,and executeth his wicked defires? Por ſurely they doz 
-Bot as they would be done nnto ; and then they ate no Minifters 
of Chrift © For he ſaith, eAl things whatſoever ye world that 
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men ſhould doe nnto you, doe you even ſo to them , for thi u the 
Law and the Prophets, Mart. 7.12, for we appeal to the witnefle 
of God in you all, whether ye would even be Imprifoned, or 
nob 2? and whether it be not eontrary to the Law, and tothe Pro. 
phets, Chrift and this Apoſiles, to doe unto us, as ye would 
not be done unte? Here ye are tryed with Chrifts 6wn com- 
mand which he gave unto his Apofiles, and you profelie to be 


his Minifters ; bat are not you contrary to them, who Impriſon 


and Perſecnte ? for we ſhall leave it to Gods witnefle in all; ler 


that Anſwer, I, H, A, A. 


Andrew. Browne, John Hart, and John Layeocks, were In- 
died by Wiliaw Hambleton Prieſt of Glarford to the Juſtices; 


' Who by them (called Juſtices) were ſummened to appear before 


them at Hawbletox, the 29. of the eight Moneth, 3656. who ap- 
peared aceording to their Summons ; and the Prict came and 
declared againſt them, and ſaid, They had diffurbed him when he 
was Catechyſing the People : But is not he a blind guide, who is 
a Perſeeutor > Where did everany of the Miniſters of Chriſt Ca- 
techiſe the People? Is it not a Tenent of the Papifis? If it be 
not, ſhew it by plain Seripture, from the Apoflles, or confeſſe 
thy ſelfe, (thou and thy Brethren) to be of the Papiſts Genera- 
tion, and no Minifters of Chrift? and then, thou and they erre, 
not knowing the Scriptures, at. 22, 29. and for ſpeaking to 
the Prieſt, the Inftices (ſo ealled) did (fine every one of them 
twenty ſhillings : What is ic that Truth dilurbs p Is deceit 
grown to ſuch an height in Scotland among the Priefts, that the 
Truth may not be declared againſt it, where it is brought forth, 
and made: manifeſt ? But yon muſt fine them, and ſeek to bind 
them in Bends : but it 1s like that the Priefls, and all their 
firength, both Priſons and Stocks, cannot bind the Truth, nor 
flop the mouth of it ; but their folly will be made manifeft 
unto all: And beeauſe they conld not enter them in Bond and. 
Surety for Conſcience ſake, to pay the Fine, or ſpeak no more 
tothe Priefts; they committed them to Hambleton Priſon: and 
they had not their wills falfilled on them there, but removed 
them to Glaſcee Towle-bcoth, Doe ye nor openly manifeſt your 
folly, 4s [avnes and lambrer did, whe refiſted the truth ? And 
doc not you {o? when ye Priſon and Perſeente thett that are in 
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it? 2Ti», 3.8, And doe you not think that your ewn Hearers 
doe ſee you in theſe things? and is not this the way to lay you 
open to them all, your Perſecuting of the Saints > And doth ir 
not appear that. you are Wolves, and ravening Beaſts? And is 
it not a {ſhame for you to profeſle your ſeives to be Chriſtians, 
who hale from Priſon to Priſon thoſe that eannot ſubmit unto 
anrighteonſneſle, but declare againſt it? Did the Saints ever (o 
as ye doe? Have you not your example from the falſe Prophets, 
| Chiefe Priefts, and Heatheniſh Rulers which went before you? 
and doe yon not excced them in Perſecution? And what doe you 
think? will not the Lord be revenged npon you, and on ſuch a 
| Nation as this, who cauſe the innocent Lambs to ſuffer who bear 
Teftimony co his Truth, and againſt deeeit in the Nations? and 
we leave our revenge unto him, who will reward every man ac- 
cording to his deeds done inthe Body, A.B. /.H. 1.L, 
George Weare went unto the Steeple-honſe at Leſmahage to 
Reade a Paper, containing ſome Reaſons why he denyed the 
Priefts of the World: and the Prieſts ſaid ro the people, Srrike 
down that Excommmunicated ſwinger ; (© the people, (in obedi= 
ence to the Priefts command) began to beat him, and ethery 
who were with him, and haled them out of the Steeple-houſe, 
ſo may you nor ſee, that he reacheth the people contrary to 
Chris Doctrine, who ſaith, Fhoſoever ſwiteth thee on the 
right cheeke, turn to him the other alſs, Mat. 5- 29, Doth ner 
he Preaeh another Noarine then Chriſt? and doth net the Apolile 
ſay? If any man teach any otherwiſe, and conſent not to whol.. 
ſome words, even the words of our Lord leſm Chrift, and to the 
Dottrine which w according to godlineſſe + He « proud, know- 
ivg nothing, but deting about queſtions, and ftrifes of words, 
whereof commeth envy, ſtrife, railings, evill ſurmiſfings, &c. 
x Tim, 6; 3. 4. 5. Where did ever Chriſt, or his Apofiles bid 
knock, down the Excommunicated ſwinger ? Whether is not this 
the Poftrive of Devils, or xot ? And is not he accurſed that 
Preacheth avy other Doeffrine then Chrift and his eApeſFiles ? 
Where did Chriſt ever teach ſuch a DoRrine? Is not this con- 
trary to his words ? and are not theſe unwholſome words ? are 
theſe even the words of our Lord Jeſus Chrift> to bid Knock

diws the Excommunicated ſwinger ? And 1s not the Priefis Do« 
Arine contrary to godlineſſe ? who would have any knocked 
down ? And is not he prond, and knows nothing, who is in 
Ariſe and envy? and is not he in Cins way, 4 murtherer? And 
doe you not know, that ne murtherer hath eternall life abiding 
is h;m? Tohn 3.15. EW, 
ichn Hart in the heads of Glesferd, and Tanxet Hambletos 
in the Weftmanies, were ſummoned by a Conſable to appear 
at Laveridge the fourth day of the fixth Moneth 1657, And 
iliam Hambleton Prieft of Glasford did declare againft them 
for entertaining the people of God, who in ſeorn are called 
Onakers ; and the Inſtices (ſo called) did fine Joby Hers, and 
Iainet Hambleton either of them twenty ſhillings ; and becauſe 
they could not pay it for Conſeience ſake, they committed 
them to Priſon, and another friend called Avdrew Brows, be» 
cauſche required the Inſtices not to proceed againſt one friend 
that was abſent, till he were preſent, to Anſwer for himſelf, that 
was the ground they committed him to priſon - Doth net their 
rage and envy appear mnch in theſe things ? And doe not they 
« contrary to the Apoſtles DoAtrine ? whe ſaith, Be wot for- 
getfull to entertain ſtraufers, for thereby ſome have entertained 
Ange's unawares, Heb.13.%. But doe not the Prieſts in Scot- 
land, in fiead of eatertaining firangers, cat them into priſon 
that doe entertain them * and doe not the Priefls make a Law 
contrary to the Apoftles De&rine ? though they profefle the 
Scriptures to be their Rule and God in words ; yet in werks doe 
they not deny him, who weuld have them, that fear -him-not to 
be entertained, and doe Impriſon them whe doe entertaine 
them > For at a Generall Synod (as they call it) that was 
hotden at Gl/aſcho hy the Prieſts, they did ordain, That 5t 
ſhonld be Pablifſhed in all their Steeple-honuſes, That none of 
thoſe People cated Quakers, ſhould have any entertainment ; and 
that ro People ſhould have any dealings with them about any ti> 
vill affairs : and ſo ſome Friends being in an Inne, at a Town 
called New Mills, they were denyed of Lodging, and violently 
hayled out of the Honſe, and floned out of the Town, abont 
the renth houre of ' the Night into the open Fields, Oh hew 
are

are the Children of God made havock on by this Generation 
of perſecuters! Doe ye not manifeſt your ſelves in theſe things 
anto all people, who would not kave people to bave eivill deal 
ings one with another ? Can you bring a Law from the Pope 
at Rome to exceed this of yours, or to be equall with it, if it 
were in force according to your Excommnnicaticn ? Doth not 
your Law give liberty, that any man may mutther theſe ycu 
Exeommunicate Within three dayes, or ſeaze upon their goods? 
Where had ever the Prophets, Chriſt, or the Apoſtles ſuch a Law? 
Is net-this Pepery? and would ye not farve them, with whom 
ye would not have any to buy or (ell ? or to have any civill 
dealings with chem ? and is not theſe things abominable ? and 
doe not theſe things uncover your bypocritie, and let your rot= 
tenneſle.appear urto all ? and fo, are you not laying open your 
own ſhame toall who have any fear of God in them ? and bow 
have the Lambs of God ſafﬀfered in Seot/and by the Priefts ? 
You Magiſtrates, bring forth your Minifters, and let ur tiy 
them by rhe Seriptures, which they profefle to be their Rule : 
For, doe you not defend them, with your priſons, Rocks, and 
ſerting gaggs in the month, and written paper on the Breaſt of 
the Innocent ? Shew plain Seripture for thefe things if you 
ean, for which you «i# againſt us ; for you profeſle it to be 
yonr Rule, and mnft you not be tryed by it ? Bat doe you 
not exceed the Heathen in theſe things ? and are net they 
your examples ? For we Reade that they flecked, and they im- 
priſoned the Saints ; but we never Reade, that they pur gacos 
in the mouth, or papers en the Breaſt ; and ſ@, are not you 
to be declared againft, ro be no Miniſters of Chriſt, bur of 
Anti-ChriR, and of anrighteenſnefle : And ſo, is not /amecs 
Naefem:ith, and all his generation, who are perſecutors of the 
Righteous, Miniſters of the Devill ? What ? is the Prieſts hy- 
pocrifie like to be diſcovered ? ad dee yon think to Rop the 
mouth of truth, wich putting gaegs in the mouth, and ſetting 
in the foeks on the Market day, in the Market places, and 
hayling into prifon, and ſending from Conſtable to Conflable 
ent of the Nation ? Doe net theſe things rhanifeft you, that you 
cannot deſend your ſelves, by that you eall your Goſpel, with- 
our priſons, and ſtocks, and baniſhment ? Doe not theſe ings 
e:ing 
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(being your Fruits) make you known unto all 'people to be 
none of rhe Miniſters of Chrift ? Much might be declared con- 
ccrning our ſuff:rings for the teftimony of Teſus, which we 
bear witneſſe to, both in the Steeple- houſes, and in the Streets; 
and (everall times our meetings have been broken up in Svot- 
lind '3y the rude multitude, and floned by them ; and much of 
our blood ſhed, and mire of the fireers thrown npon us, as many 
ean truely witneſſe ; and have been perſecuted from City te 
_ Ciry, for the teftimeny of Ieſus, as truely as ever was ; and 
have been floned, and knocked down, and earryed before Ma- 
#jfrats, and Rulers, and then caſt into Priſon, and afterward 
brought forth, and pur into the Rocks in the market places, 
with the gags in the mouth, and paper on the Breaft, for peo- 
ple to behold. Doe not theſe things ſhame your Teazhers ? 
What? if ir were truth which they Preached, would not they 
be able to Rep the month of gainſayers, without the help of 
Magiſtrates, and priſens, locks, and gaggs in the mouth, and 
Baniſhment our of the Nation ? Were it not more Honour 
for you magiſtrates to leave them to themſelves, aud nor to 
take part withrhem in perſecution ? And if they be the mini- 
ters of Chriſt, let them prove their pratice by the Seriptures ; 
For the weapons of our warfare are not carnall ; neither dee wo 
wraſtle againſt fleſh aud blood, but againſs Principalitics and 
Powers, againft ſpiritual wickeanefſe in bigh places, Eph. 6. 12. 
But it is evident to many thouſands in theſe Nations, That the 
Prieſts wiaſtles againſt. fleſh and blood, who caſt fleſh and blood 
into priſon, and bids kzock them down whom they have Ex- 
communicated : Who world have thonghe (within theſe few 
years) that the Prieſis of Scotland, who had ſnch a great Zeale 
as they profeſſed te God, would bave preved and appeared ts 
be ſuch great perſecutors,” who hath had ſnch a forme of god- 
linefle ? but now its proved to be deceit, for now 1s the time 
of their ttyall come; and doe they not-appear to all, to be in 
the (tate of ravenirg Wolves, and perſecute the Lambs thar 
are in the life that they profefled ? let that of God in all jndee, 
and to thar ſhall we be made mavifeRt, and ler that anſwer, and 
to that we ſhall leave it, which ſhall witnes us to be in the truth in 
the day of the Lord, & they to be perſecutorrof it, LH, A.B.1.H, 
William 
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William Gray, [ohn Gray, Iehn, Ribin, Iames Fizdley, and 
Robert Findley, were ſummoned: by the Sheriffe of Dazber. 
ton-fhire, for to beon a ltiry ; and beeanſe they eonld nov Swear 
and rranſgreſſe Chriſts eommand, they were not ſuffercd to gae 
the Service of the Common-wealth ; and ſa they committed 
: them all to Priſon, and ſaid, They wonld teach them better may.- 
ners, and mxke them to bow. Mark,and confider all people; can 
any teach good manners, who wonld draw them into the ccn- 
demnation of the Devil ? our of Chriffs command, at. 5. 34. 
who ſaith, Sweare ot at all, And is not your Law ercunded 
falfly, contrary to (hriſts command, and the Apoſtles DeQtiine ? 
And if (ſo, are any ſuch Laws to be obeyed, or bowed to, but 
rather ſuffer under them, then to tranſgrefle Chrifts command ? 
who ſaith, Swear ot at all, Bat it may be you Will ſay, Abra- 
rams ſware, and Moſes, and the Prophets [ware ; bat Chriſt, 
who was before 4brihemw was, and is the end of the Law « hich 
Moſes wrote, ani crime to fulfil the Prophets. Mark, to tnl- 
fill che Prophets, Chriſt eame; who ſaith, Sweare act at ak : 
Aud if you love me, keep my Commandements, lohn 14. 15. and 
they that would draw men into the ſwearing, into the con- 
demnation, into the Dofrine of Devills ; doe they loye him, 
who ſaith, Sweere zo! at all ? And are not they- Enemics to 
Chriſt, and his truch, who eauſe men to ſuffer, becauſe they 
| cannot Sweare, and tranſgreile Chriffs command ? On ! was 
ever the like knowne in any Generation, eicher by the p:o- 
phers, Chrift, or his Apoſtles, that they Impriſoned any tor 
not Swearing, or any ether thing ? and if you canr.ot ſhew 
ic by plain Seripture from them ; confeſſe your ſelves, that ye 
follew the ſteps of the Heathen, For William Gray was ſum- - 
mened to appeate before the Preſbztery at Glaſchs for a wit- 
nefle, and Patricke Galeſpie,Chiefe Prieft, and principall of the 
Colledge, bid him Sweare, avd hold «p kis haxd : and he an- 
ſwered,, That Chr:ft commanded bim that he ſhould not Sweare 
by a3] thing and the prieſt” ſaid to him, [ bid 10u Sweare Cy 
no thing but God himſelfe , and he ſaid, He could not Sweare 
at all, but ſhos14 ſheak the truth : bar the Pirie anſwered, and 
laid, T hey. ſhould have mo truth there, but what was Scaled with 
an' Oath : {o may not all that feate the Lord, (ce theſe Preſtye 
B terias 
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rerian Pricfis to be Children that are correpters, 4 ſeed of evill 
deers, Tay 1.4. for the Saints were to Bleſſe, and nov to Sweare 
at all, who kept Chrifts command, Rem, 12.14. 1ames 5, 12, 
but the Prieff: of Scotland muſt have no truth amongſt them, 
but what iz ſealed with an Oath. And ſo have not they for» 
ſaken the right way, which « Chrift, Tohn 14. 6. who ſaith, 
Smeare not at all, Mat, 5, 34. And is he their Example? or 
&oe they follow him, or his Miniſters, who ſaith, Swear nes at 
ab? and doe not they (ay cleare to the contrary, when that there 
muſt be no truth among ft them, but what is ſealed with an 
Oath ? and ſo, ate they not of that Generation which are ear- 
mall, and walk as men, who are in firife and envy ? Por mes 
verily Sweare by the greater, aud an Oath of confirmation wnto 
theirs & the end of all firife, Heb. 6. 16. For where ennying and 
Frife w, there is confuſion, ard every evill worke, James yg. 16, 
and the Brethren which kept Chrifs command, were out of 
envying, out of Arife, and out of confafion, and every evill 
work, Bntarc notthe Priefs of Scotland found in theſe things ? 
in bitter envying, ſtrife, and in confuſion, and every evill work, 
and ſo are arnong the men of the World, for they were to 
Sweare by the greater, who were in the fitife; and an Oath of 
confirmation to them was the end of Rirife 3 For the Bre- 
thren who abide in the Doltrine of Chriſt, and keep his com- 
mand, were not to Syear at all, lei they fell into condemna- 
tion ; (o they, who would draw men to ſweare, would they not 
draiw inco condemnation of the Devill, out of Chre?s com. 
mand, who ſaith, Sweare net at all; And if ye love me, ſaith 
he, keep my Commandements, Tohn 14.15, And doth rot he ſay, 
He that ſaith I knw him, and keepeth not hu Commandewents, 


"#5 not he a lyar ? And are there not many in this ſtate, who 


perſecnte, and impriſon ? And doe any ſuch keep Chriffs com- 
mand, wao (weare, er lye, or doe unto men, as they wonld not 
be done unto ? are not all theſe tranſgreflors of Chriffs come 
mand ? and ſnch Asti- Chrifts, who are out of the Dofrine of 
Chrit? And muſt they not be tryed by the Scriptures, which 
they profeſſe to be their Rule ? and now 13 the &ay of their 
tryall comming on, and making manifeſt ; ha:k there not been_ 
a day, that they might have preached wha they would or Do-

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Qrine, and the people dnift not have (aid co the contrary ? but 
pow it 1s net ſo, fer that was a titne when they rnled over the 
people with force and ernelty, and were as Lords over Geds 

| Heritage : bur now we will try them by the Scriptures, and we 
will be ne More deceived by them, as will clearly hereafter be 
made manifeſt, F,G, 1,G., I,K, 1.P, R.F, 
Upon the twelfth day of the centh moneth, 1658. Henry 
Forefide prieſt of Linga in Danbertoyſtire; ſaid in his Prayer, 
The Lord vever give thens reff, who are the wpholders of this 
liberty and tolleration, which ts ſo grievom a bnrden upon the 
backe of the godly: And the prieſt prayed, The Lord takes away 
this liberty, axd tolleration: Witneſſes of this, who was in his 
preſence (and were his Hearers) Andrew Gray, Agnias Gray, 
Ellis Gray, Now all ye Rulers and people may ſee, that this 
prieſt would have you over-turned, whoe*prayed to his God, 
that he would never give them reſt, who are nupholders of this 
liberty, It is very like, there are more priefts in Scot/azd, that 
are in this prieſts mind ; let them deny him, or etherwiſe we 
thall declare againſt them all; for he is one thar ſpeaketh evill 
of Dignities, /ade $. and tranſgrefſerh Chrifts command, who 
faith, love your Enemies , here ail may (ce Chriffs Aſiziffers 
were to love their Enemies, Mat.5. 44. aud bleſſe them that carſe 
you, (ſaith he) dos good to them thar hate you ; and pray ſor 
them that deſpughtfully aſe you, and perſecnte y2v. Bur we ſhall 
appeal to the witnefſe of God in the prieſts and people, whe- 
ther they keep Chriſts command, or not ? and whether you 
doe (\nnto ns, even as yon would be done unto ? Would you 
even be perſecuted ? would you even be Impriſoned ? world 
you even be ſtocked, or Rened, or baniſhed out of the Nati- 
on ? What wonld ye dee if this prieſt had his prayer fulfil. 
ted, if rhe nprolders of thy liberty were taken away ? what 
more could ye doe, except take away life ? and if the aphol- 
ders of this liberty were your Enemies and perſeemcors ; if ye 
were Miniiters of Chrit, ye prieſts of Scotlavd, ye ſhculd 
blefle chem, and not carſe art all, ( Row. 12, 14,) if you kept 
the Apoliles Dodtrine, and Chrifts command. And the pricf 
(aid, That the liberty ard tolleration t a grievoms burthey upon

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the backs of the godly, Bur art net thou an Enemy to God, 
and godlingſſe, thon, and thy Generation, who prayes againſt 
liberty ? arld is it not deceit that is þarthened in thee, and 
them, who impriſon, ſtock, and haylc out ef your Synagogues, | 
and cauſe the innocent blood to be (ſhed ? and ſo, are not: ye 
they that barthen the godly ? what, is not your liberty large 
enough to perſecute ? Is like this prieſt doth not love theſe 
Rulers, nor the upholders of this liberty ; and if ye prieſts doe 
not deny him, muR not you all be declared againſt,to be of that 
generation that beare rule by their means, Jer, 5.31. Wonld 
ye not Lord over the peop:e, and would ye not keep them in 
bondage under you, az you have had it formerly ? bur the Lord 
is bringing forth dy his power frem under you, as you may 
reade Exzerk. 34. and will deliver his Flock from your months, 
and they ſhall not bemeat ſor yon; and he is bringing backe, 
and ſtraitning your priefts of your liberty, and chart's a burthen 
to you, who look for your gain from your quarter, Iſay 56. 10- 
11.12. And doe you not fear, that it muſt be taken from you > 
and doth not that trouble you? Por wherein doe you differ from 
the falſe prophets ? doe you not bite with your teeth, and cry 
peace, as the falſe prophets did ? and he that patterh not into 
your mouths, doe you not even prepare warr againſt bim, Mich. 
3- 5. therefore ſhall zight be anto you, that ye (hall not have a

2s the falſe prophets had, and ſo, no Miniſters of Chyift ; 
for they were ſent to Preach freely, withont money, ard with. 
out price; and they bad take heed of thoſe who were greedy of 
filthy lucre ; and bid the people fly from ſuch, For he who 
was a #finiſfer of Chriſt, ſaid, Havieg Food and Rayment, let 
uw therewith be content : For he (aid, we govet vo mans, Stlver, 
Gold, nor Apparell, God 4 oar wineſſe. Ard to theſe things 
were the men of Gad to fly, the love of money, whieh ts 
the roet of all evill, But doth 1c not appear that yeur Teach. 
ers are in theſe things? and thea we deny thern to be dinifers 
of Chriff, 

Eighthly, Becauſe they teli rhe people, that falſe Chriffs, 
and falſe Prophets, are bnt now comming in'o the Worid, which 
is falſe; for the falſe Chrifs, and the faiſe Prophets that Care/t 
ſaid ſboanld come ; lohan (xn, wai come before his deceaſe, and 
all the world wandered after them ; for ihey went eur (rom 
them, fn that day wien he gave iocih Seripture, And (o he 
aid, that yo Have heard that eAuti-Ciriſt ſhould come, even 
wow are there many Anti. Chriſt s, whereby we know that it ts 
' the Iaff timz, x John. 2. 18. And ſo, all chat dwell upon the 
Earih have worſhipped the Beaſt; For Power war given nnto 
biz ts make wars with the Saints, aud to dverctme them : and 
Power wat gives him, ever all kjnarcdi, and tongues, avd natie 
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28x, Rev.\13:-7, $0 it'is nor as the Priefts ſay, That falſe pre- 
*phers and Az1i-Chriffs arc but comming in now ; for Hete- 
fie and falſe prophety eame in before the Apofiles deeecaſe : 
' For: he ſaw, That all Natiens, and Kindreds, and Tongues, 
* peoples, and multitndes, had worſhipped the Beaft, Nh, IC- 
" exivee his warke, And ſo, the people are but now comming 
from ander the Beaſt, and the falſe prophet, out of falſe wayes, 
out of falſe worſhips, ont of Herefie, into the Spiric, into 
"the truth, co worſhip in ſpiric : and in trath is the Lord now 
gathering his people from all Countries and Nations, where 
"they" have been-driven and ſcattered, in the clondy and dark 
day of Apoſtaſie which hath been ſpread-over the world : and 
ſo, is 1s not as the Priefts ſay, That Hereſie is but comming 
in now ; for now are people but gathering ont of ir ; For 
Bow is the Lord bringing againe the Captivity of his people, 
and that 1s a trouble to the Prieſts, that people come to 
ſee chem, and comprehend them in che lisht of the Lord, 
to ſee them to be no Minifters of Chriff, which they have 
profeſſed themſelves ro be. And now is the day ef tryall 
come upon them, and new muſt they be ſhaken in theic 
Prineiples and DoArines, which are bujle upen a fandy foun- 
dation, who erre in viflon, ard flumble in judgement, lay 28, 
the Lord hall gather his people from ameng them into his 
ſpirit, and chey ſhell worſhip in it, and it ſhall leade them 
into all truth, and bring them into ene heart, into ane mind, 
and ſo they (hall be Baptized into one body, by one ſpirit. 
So all you who will ewn Chriff for your Leader, muſt deny 
chem, who practice theſe things atore-mentioned ; For he was 
given for a Leader, and a Commanaer to the prople, lay 55, 4. 
And to, all you that are ſeeking reſt, and have net feund reſt 
nor ſalvation ameng the Priefts, mind the light of Chriſt 
in you, that lets you ſee the pride, and baughtineſſe of your 
hearts, and all your vaine glory, which you mait be ſepera- 
red from, if ever you own Chri/t the liphe of the world to 
be your Saviour ; all old things mu paſle away, (your for- 
mer conprerſation, which 15 corrupt, according tothe old man)

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all your faffiioss; enftomes, aud traditions, before ye” can 
wicnefſs to bs new ereatnres. Many more reafons might 1 
have given, why we deny the priefts of the world; bur-it 
way be you canner bear them now, ſo lleave it to char-:of 
God in all, and Jet that'anſwer:me;, And dee in-love cx 
hart you all ro mind che light of Chriff in you; and as you 
!ove it, and walk in obedience to it, you will cemeto know 
freedom. frem theſe things which are contrary to it - and- if 
you: hat it, it will be yomr condemnation in the-'day of the 
Lord, when he appears to reckan- with: all; for the gift or 
talent which they have received of him ; and he will reward 
ard recompence every one, according to their ithproving of 
it; and ſo you ſhall be jadged according to. your gift and 
talent; as yo doe improve it. So-beleeve in the light, 
while ye. have time, which Chri# hath enlightned you with-
